Ruby Edwards, pastor, Bland 
Texas, reports that they had such 
splendid results from the Lord’s 
Acre program that they are get- 
ting ready for another next year.

About 
30 non-church members joined in 
part of the work and it has helped 
to bring them closer to the Lord 
and to the church. It has brought 
people who, because of their tal- 
ents and social background, would 
have not had a common Christian 
Fellowship, into close contact and 
thus happy fellowship.”

Lord’s Acre Helps To Build 
Church College Buildings

I think the outstanding feature 
about the program in our com- 
munity is the fact that our people 
continued their regular donations 
to the church just as generously as 
before.
